And of the poſſeſſions goodes and cattels,of fraternitieg, guildes 
toꝛpozations, bꝛotherhedes, min erpes, and comminaltyes, and other 
as is aboueſayde, and of perſones beynge in the partyes of beyond the 
Seas, hauynge goodes oz cattells, landes, oʒ tenementes, within this 
Realme as is afoꝛeſayd. And ol all goodes beyng in the cuſtody of anye 
perlonne oz perſonnes, to thuſe of anye other as is aboueſayde , by the 
whyche intoꝛmation, and ſhe wynge the ſaid perſonnes ſhuld haue ſuch 
playne knowledge ofthe true intente ol thys pzeſente Acte, and of the 
maner of their certylyt ate, that the ſame perſones, wall hanenoreaſo- 
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nable cauſe to excuſe them by ignozaunce.Ind after ſuch othe and the 
Statute ofthe ſayd Subſedye,and the maner ofthe ſayde certificate 
to be made in wzyting>conteyninge the names and ſurnames of eue- 
ry perſonne,and whyther they be bozne withoute the Queenes obey» 
ſaunte oʒ within and the beſt value ofeuery perſonne; in enery degree, 
as well ofyearely value of landes and tenementes,and of ſuch lyke pol 
ſeſſion and pꝛolittes. as the value of goodes and cattelles. debtes, and 
euery thing to the certificate requiſite and neceſſary to them declared 
the ſayde Commillyoners there beyng ſhal by theyꝛ diſtretions apoint 
and lymptte vnto the ſayde perſonnes an other daye and place to ap⸗ 
peare befozethe ſayd comnuſſtoners,and charging the ſayd perſonnes 
that they in the meane time ſhall make diligent enquirie by all wayes
